Please amend the paragraph [0015] as follows: 
FIG. 2 and FIG. 2 A are is-an enlarged sectional ¥iew views of a spirally wound body taken along 
alinell-II of FIG. 1; 

Please amend the paragraph [0021] as follows: 
FIG. 2 shows a sectional view of the spirally wound body 20 taken along a line II-II of FIG. 1. 
The spirally wound body 20 is a spirally wound laminate including a strip-shaped cathode 21 and 
a strip-shaped anode 22 with a separator 23 in between, and a center pin 24 is inserted into the 
center of the spirally wound body 20. In FIG. 2, the separator 23 is not shown. The spirally 
wound body 20 has a cylindrical shape, and a sectional surface thereof with respect to the center 
of the spirally wound body 20 has a perfect circle shape, an ellipse shape or a shape including a 
straight line and a curved line as shown in FIG. 2 A . A ratio of the longest diameter L to the 
shortest diameter S in the sectional surface with respect to the center of the spirally wound body 
20 is, for example, within a range of 1 to 3 inclusive. 
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
